RESURRECTING  OLD  WRECKS. 

SpMontori  Balilni  Bullu  or  Ships  sunk 
on  the  F»t»l  Coast  of  Jutland. 

There  is  perhaps  no  coast  known  to 
navigators  of  the  present  day  more  dan¬ 
gerous  than  that  of  Jutland.  More  ships 
have  been  lost  on  tliat  little  treacherous 
stretch  than  on  any  other  in  the  world, 
not  excepting  foggy  Sable  Island. 

The  whole  coast  is  strewn  w  ith  wrecks. 
Tbe  bottom  of  the  sea  off  the  coast  is 
coveted  with  the  decaying  carcasses  of 
hardy  vessels,  blown  to  their  destruction 
by  hostile  gales. 

The  Danes  are  a  thrifty  set  of  people, 
and,  on  the  principle  tliat  it  is  indeed  an 
ill  wind  that  blofws  no  one  any  good, 
have  gone  To  work  to  reclaim  the  major-, 
ity  of  these  old  craft,  lilany  speculators 
are  in  the^cheme,  and  are  now  engaged 
in  raising  the  old  wrecks  and  ijecovering 
their  cargoes  and  machinery.  The  first 
thing  was  to  purchase  the  old  wrecks 
and  the  privilege  of  raising  and  selling 
them.  The  owners  were  found  without 
great  difficulty,  and  were  only  too  glad 
to  get  anything  for  the  wrecks.  Expe¬ 
rienced  divers  were  engaged  and  the 
work  began  several  months  ago.

THE  CORDELIERS. 

The  club  of  the  Cordeliers,  to  which  the 
Heberthsts  belonged  and  which  is  so  salient 
in  the  Revolution,  is  not  clearly  understood 
here  as  a  separate  body  from  the  Jacobin 
club.  The  Cordeliers  was  from  1789  a  dis¬ 
tinctive  organization;  it  derived  its  flame 
from  meeting  where  the  monastery  of  that 
order  had  stood,  and  which  it  resembled  in 
its  democratic  character  and  its  disregard  of 
property.
